The separation of Intercoliegiate Athletics from 
the Physical Education Department and subsequent 
implementation of the pian has been “arbitrary, cap- 
ncious, unreasonable, and not consistent with ap- 
propriate criteria, standards and procedures” ac- 
cording to 15 Physica!

In what could be the first major faculty - ad- 
ministration feud since President James G. Bond’s 
resignation, CSUS President W. Lioyd Johns will 
defend the split and its implementation at tomor- 
row's Faculty Senate meeting 

Last spring, a com:nittee composed of Health and 
Physical Education (HPE’ administrators was set up 
to study methods of reorganizing the Division of 
HPE. In May, the reorganization committee sub-

According to the PE. faction, on May 23 
then Executive Vice President, said he would infor 
the committee of the model he preferred within afew 
days.

In tomorrow's AS! Budget hearings, four campus organizations 
will be requesting for their 1979-80 budgets a combined total of 
$139,886. The requests represent an increase of $55,072 from the 
1977-78 ASI Allocations. 

The Children's Center, which two years ago received $35,714 
from ASI, has requested $63,471 for next year's budget. The center 
has a projected total budget of $132,337, up $19,759 from two years 
ago. The senate will hear the Children Center's request at 4 p.m. in 
the Senate Chambers, third floor, University Union. 

The State Hornet wil! go before the senate at 4:30 p.m., with an 
allocation request of $36,008, an increase of $16,008 from the 
allotted 1977-78 budget. The Hormet's tota/ budget is projected at 
$104,008. 

At 5 p.m., Educational Opportunity Program (EOP) will request 
from the senate $30,300, an increase over the 77-78 allocation of 
$3,300. EOP currently receives ali of its funding from ASI. 

The final hearing tomorrow will focus on the Music request of 
$10,107, up $7,907 from 1977-78. The hearing for music will take 
place at 5:30 p.m. 

Thursday's budget hearings, scheduled from 4-6 p.m. in the 
Alumni Room, third floor, U.U., include Men's and Women’s Inter- 
collegiate Athietics, the Veteran's Service Center, and intramurals 
and Recreation.

Gregory 
medicates 
audience

They say laughter is the best 
medicine and Dick Gregory gave 
the audience of over 300 peopie in 
the University Union's Redwood 
Room regular doses of that 
Thursday, at the same time detail- 
ing his prescription for the ilis 
of society and government. 

Appearing as part of Black His- 
tory Week, he told the student 
audience, “You youngsters on 
these coliege campuses got to be 
aware they are manipulating you. 
When you recognize your power — 
the way that handful of 
manipulators recognizes your 
power — things will begin to 
change.” 

Throughout his two hour 
appearance Gregory touched on 
racism, sexism, governmentai 
abuses, the rich and powerful, and 
human rights. 

Gregory has been a social ac- 
tivist for the past 15 years drawing 
attention to problems in society by 
being involved in civil rights 
demonstrations, serving jail terms, 
running for President, jogging 
cross - country, and fasting. Using 
the gift of humor, which es-

Chisholm candidly 
ends °Black History °

“It seems to me that blacks are 
punished on a wider basis than 
whites.” The statement was made 
by a premiere champion of civil 
rights, Shirley Chishoim. “It is 
clear to me from my observations 
that whenever a black person 
begins to move to a position with 
power or inftuence, he is removed 
by a mysterious set of cir- 
cumstances.” 

Congresswoman Chisholm was 
at CSUS Friday as the final speaker 
for Biack History Week. The one - 


time p esidential candidate, and 
the first black woman in Congress 
(she now represents the 12th dis- 
trict in New York), was outspoken 
in her political views. 

“| think that the firing of Bella 
Azbug was a serious political mis- 
take. Although | don't think that 
she shouid have taken the ap- 
pointment in the first place, the 
manner in which she was let go 
was rude, crude, callous and 
totally uncalled for.” 

Throughout the 46 - minute 
press conference she answered all

CSUS Committee on Sexual 
Harassment 

Formed at the end of the fall 


semester, the committee consists 
of several faculty mernbers. an at- 
torney and two students 

‘It is Our purpose to raise the 
consciousness of people on the 
subject of sexual harassment and 
to serve as a support system,” said 
Peg McKoane, director of PASAR 
and coordinator of the committee 

Sexual harassment can be in 
many forms. It can be a sexual 
inuendo at an inappropriate time 
or an outright demand for sexual! 
favors with the threat of poor 
grades or the loss of a job. Sexual 


harassment can also lead to 
physical abuse 
“The issue of sexual 


harassment is an issue of power,” 
said McKoane, “just as it is in the 
case of rape.” 

The man, in a position of 
authority as a woman's supervisor 
Or professor, has the power to 
threaten that woman's livelihood 
should she resist his advances 

Only recently have women 
begun to talk about sexual 


harassment. McKoane said, “The 
courageous action of the woman 
student at Yale has opened the 
door for others to deal with the 
problem.”

“My name is Tania,” she announced, discarding 
her given name, and the bizzare episode of Patty 
Hearst took another twist. 

The saga of Patricia Campbell Hearst, heiress to 
the Hearst publishing empire, has reached a fina!, 
fairy tale - like ending: gir! meets boy, falls in love, 
gets married and lives happily ever after. 

The fate of the young, 19 - year old Patty in 1974 
was specuiated over and theorized by many. No one 
knew if the S.L.A. (Symbionese Liberation Army) 
was controlling Patty or if she had opted to conver} 
from a “ali - American rich kid” to terrorist 


revolutionary in 10 easy lessons. 

Gruesome, sympathy - wrenching tales oozed 
from S.L.A. headquarters in Los Angeles and were 
spread generously over the various media. The 
Public was both outraged and sympathetic. “Poor 
Patty,” they cried, as reports of deranged «cts 
perpetrated on Patty by the S.LA. were 
‘disseminated. “Poor Patty,” they moaned, as the 
tension mounted. What was to happen to the young 
girl from U.C. Berkeley? Was she still alive? 

Then, after a series of events, which she may or 
may not have voluntarily participated, the public's 
sympathetic stand was converted to one of hate and 


confusion. What was happening behind the closed | 


doors of S.L.A. headquarters? What was happening 
inside Patty Hearst's head? 

The air of confusion about Patty Hearst switched 
into clouds of suspicion. Was she acting against her 
will? Conside,: nine weeks after she was kidnapped 
from her San Francisco apartment the S.L.A. sent a 
tape to a Bay Area radio station with the voice of 
“Tania” on it. “Tania,” formerly Patty, deciared that 
she had joined the S.L.A. of her own free will. “! have 
chosen to fight,” she said, and insisted that she had 
mot been .“brainwashed, drugged, tortured, 
hypnotized or in arly way confused” by her ab-

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Getting raked over the coals 


Budget hearing time is here again, and that 
means more fun in the AS! Senate chambers. This is 
one of the main events the senate stages every year. 
It is one of that body’s more important functions. 


it is also one of the more dreaded events to take | 


place each year. 

Every year different programs submit budget re- 
quests, then attend the hearings knowing their total 
requests will be trimmed, chopped and edited. The 
hearings usually leave those requesting funding 
with the feeling that the AS! is a cruel group of 
moneylenders. 

That is not the case. While it is true that some 
senators seem to enjoy raking certain programs over 
the coals during hearings, many are truly concerned 
with budget and funding equity. The few who fancy 
themselves big - time financiers are the exception, 
not the rule. Their presence in years past has been a 
bothersome thorn in the side of hearing 
proceedings. 

This year whefi the cali comes to maintain 
decorurn, hopefully it will apply to soions as weil as 
people requesting funds. 

The theory here is that everyone will remain 
professional and detatched in the heat of debate. 
Unfortunately, we aren't professionals, and how can

you remain detatched when requesting money for 
your pet program? Budget hearings, in fact, usually 
are punctuated with angry outbursts of some sort, 
from either side of the table 

And there seems to be no way to caim the rough 
waters of that yearly ritual. The senate must take the 
position of heavy. It is that body’s duty to play judge 
The senate ends up typecast as the thug in the yearly 
melodrama, making decisions which never please 
everyone. 

That must be understood, as must positions 
taken by those making requests. There are always 
some exorbitant budgets. But, often, budget re- 
quests consist of bare minimums, the lowest 
amounts a program can continue on 


So where is the middie ground? Perhaps there is 
none. A possibility remains that the system in use 
now is the best affordable. That is a tenuous con- 
clusion at best. But until something better is worked 
out we are forced to utilize, to everyones best 
abilities, the svstem we have 


In that case, we must also trust senators to vote in 
a manner advantageous to the university's 
programs, not in a manner that is most popular with 
colleagues 


A fiery speech by Gregory 


“America has never been a great nation” was the 
underlying theme of a two - hour speech given Fri- 
day by civil rights activist Dick Gregory to a packed 
Reclwood Room. 

Gregory, who launched a fiery indictment against 
“this so - cailed free, democratic society” was 
greeted with spontaneous applause from the 
predominantly black audience after each of his in- 
dictments. Almost nothing escaped his attacks, 
which were aimed at everything from illegal FBI and 
CIA activities, to students’ negiect of their power 
potential. 

“Have fun playing because recess is almost over” 
Gregory warned and went on to paint grim pictures 
of government harassment as a cover - up in the 
King and Kennedy assassinations, the hypocritical 
double standards ever - present in society today, 
and the authoritarian and often subtie controls such 
as drugs, nicotine, caffein and television, which are 
imposed on the unsuspecting individual. 

He stressed the need for “grass roots” 
organization as the only viable alternative to com- 
plete submission under a seif - serving and corrupt 
political system. 

“Someway you've got to come together and 
organize across this country and you've got to say to 
these universities and colleges in no uncertain terms 
that they exist to serve your needs and that you don't 
exist to satisfy their needs. Someway you've got to 
let them understand that they better start educating 
you and stop indoctrinating you. Someway you 
better let them understand that they better start 
teaching you how to live and stop wasting your time, 
energy and money teaching you how to make a 
living,” he said. 

Gregory also condemned the inadequate 
preparation within educational institutions that 
wouid help minorities and women in dealing effec- 
tively with racism and sexism. “Shakespeare . . ain't 
got nothing to do with how to survive on this pianet 
today.” 

Media control of information was another recur- 
ring subject of Gregory's speech, who at one point 
ordered all the microphones to be removed from the 
podium, amidst again general appiause. 

Taking a look at the latest developments in iran 
and the overthrow of the American - backed shah, 
Gregory pointed out the U.S. citizen's indirect con- 
tribution to government oppression. But, he said, “It 
should teach you one thing. . . that there’s a whole

lot more power with the people than with armies.” 

Other issues examined were the high rates of 
unemployment confronting blacks today. the in- 
creasingly difficult role of the black woman raising 
children in a pervasively white mentality, the erosion 


| Of human values in an increasingly mechanical age 


— where the possession of a “jive” car has become 
more important than the creation of new life 

“They don't care about you” is how Gregory 
typifies the government's apparent disregard about 
the harmful and potentially lethal effects of the pill, 
the side effects of water chiorination and 
fluoridation, the building of nuclear reactors on ear- 
thquake faults, and the stomach - cancer causing 
properties of coffee and the hypnotic states induced 
by watching T.V. 

Still Gregory “never understood what a pas- 
sionate resentment these manipulators have for 
you,” as he told his audience, “until | listened to them 
explain what they did in Jonestown. And | never 
realized how really sick all these chemicals and all 
this television and this stuff you eat has made you 
until | watched you accept it. And if you believe what 
they toid you happened in Jonestown, then one day 
your town will be Jonestown. . .” 

By marshalling facts which conflict with the of- 
ficial version of the mass suicide, Gregory presented 
a case for what he believes was a CIA conspiracy 
According to Gregory, the medical examiner in 
Guyana has “alveady released a report that 700 of 
them had needle shots in their arms, too high to have 
shot themseives.” 

Other evidence cited by Gregory was that the 
cultists all lay in perfect rows, with no signs of the 
contortions which accompany the ingestion of 
cyanide, that animais would most certainly refuse to 
drink Kool Aide, much less spiked with cyanide, the 
many uncashed Social Security checks which he 
feels pointed toward a good relationship with the 
government that issued them — since they would 
only be valid 60 to 90 days, and questioned how 
Jones shot himself in the left side of his head with his 
right hand. 

Gregory ended his speech with the presentation 
of some FBI files, which referred to him as 
“deranged,” and in 1968 called for his “neut- 





ralization.” But he says, “! ain't never gorina stop | 


talking.”

When the split was made, a 
large biock of P.-E. classes were 
placed in the athletics and sports 
department as the P.E. 60, 80, and 
160 series. “The facuity who have 
entered the grievance feel that the 
faculty committee should have sat 
down and looked at the academic 
criteria for where the courses 
belong,” Krebs explained. “There 
IS a Question of the validity of 
degrees and accreditation.” 

“There is a basic elitist, iliogical, 
purist kind of attitude here,” Bosco 
declared. “What they're saying is 
that you cannot coach and will not 
if you're a P_E. person. They de not 
want anybody in the athletics 
program who is_ basicaily 
interested in teaching. But youcan 
teach P.E. if you're a coach.” 


P.E. who don't recognize that 
there's any body of knowledge in 
athletics,” Vice President for 
Academic Affairs Sandra Barkdull 
commented on the assignment of 
courses. “Therefore everything 
that’s ever been called PE can 
never be called anything but PE 
no matter what other units there 
are around.” 

“The basic reason. for the dis- 
pute is that there is asmall group in 
men's P.E. who feel they are 
academicians,” an unnamed 
source of high status in the ad- 
ministration explained. “They have 
doctorates or at least some ad- 
vanced degree behind them. They 
think they are better smarter, more 
able to manage the whole scene, 
than the coaches. They fee! that all 
coaches should do is recruit, put 
teams on the fields and coach.” 
courses should go into one

“They were asking for 
autonomy in athletics. Now they've 
got it. So why give them academic 
curriculum if that is not their main 
interest?”

and autonomy, iet's call it what it 
will be -- a program designed as a 
vehicle for public relations 
between CSUS and the com- 
munity,” Lewis wrote 

“Why give athietic directors 
contro! over academic curriculum 
when, in fact, that is not what their 
job is supposed to be?” grievant 
PE. instructor Karen  Scar- 
borough, who used to be chair of 
the Women’s P.E_ Department and 
was also on the reorganization 
committee, said. “Their job is sup- 
posed to be athietic director, not 
department chairs. Those are two 
entirely different job res- 
ponsibilities.” 

“I've heard people in PE. say all 


we have to do is delay this for 
another year, and another year, 
and then we'll have a new 
President in a year or two just like 
we always do. Then nobody will 
bother with this issue,” the high 
administration source accounted 
That won't happen this time. 
That's worked for the tast nine or 
ten years. Johns is the first 
president to follow through with 
the recommendation (to separate 
PE. and athletics) and heisn't bac- 
king down. He's telling them, since 
you couldn't get along together, 
get along apart.” 

* “It seems that a few people in 
PE just wantto keep their thumb 
on the coaches,” said Jack Heron, 
CSUS basketball coach for 14 


years. “The separation is the best 
thing to happen to us in a long 
time. Now we will be a smaller 
group with common goals.” 

Since 1969, there have been 
continuous studies about the 
problems in the P_E. department 
All studies recommended that 
athletics be separate from Physical 
Education because, according to 
some, there is a basic personality 
clash 

“Men's Physical Education has 
been the dominant force over there 
for so long that they try to hold 
everyone subservient to them.” 
another administration source 
close to the issue said “In- 
tramurals, which used to be in 
HPE, were pulled out. Recreation 


was pulied out when the division 
used to be Health, Physical 
Education and Recreation And 
now athletics is pulling out 


“There has always been a long 
history of personality problems 
between coaches who teach and 
coach, and those who just teach 
which has resuited in a ioss of the 
ability of those invoived to per- 
form,” said Bill Kutzer. an assistant 
footbali coach since 1965 “The 
president has dealt equitably with 
the division. He is not forcing 
anything on us, as some people

The earthquake. Possibly the 
most feared of all natural disasters 
Yet peopie seem complacent to 
make ready for the inevitable 
moment when the earth snaps to 
the tune of a major jolt of the 
Richter scale 

DOr Charles Vento, associate 
director of the Center for Instruc- 
tional Media at CSUS, hopes to 
play a significant role in eradicat- 
ing this universal compiacency, 
specifically in California’ As a 
newly appointed member to the 
Earthquake Education Committee 
of California's Seismic Safety 
Commission (CSSC), he’s cer- 
tainly in a position to do so 

Vento and the 11 other dis- 
tinguished Committee members 
were organized in order to advise 
the CSSC on aset of specifications 
that would provide educational 
programs on semsmic preparation 
and safety for use in elementary 
and secondary schools 

‘lf Our recommendations are 
impiemented as part of the course 
of study in public schools, we'll be 
bringing up a generation of people 
with a better understanding of 
what to do before, during and after 
an earthquake,” foresees Vento. 
‘Older people aren't convinced 
that they'll ever experience a maior 
Quake and aren't prepared for it. By 
teaching school-aged children on 
the power and potential for des- 
truction of a quake they'd be more 
ready to handle it.” 


California students have quake 
information currently available to 
them, but the teaching of it is not 
stressed since it's not incorporated 
into the educational process 
Vento points out that even ear- 
thquake drills were uncommon in 
Southern California until the 
Sylmar quake leveled an unoc- 
Cupied school and a hospital wing 
among other structures. This type 
of action - implementing ear- 
thquake precautionary and 
preparatory measures in the wake 
of a disaster instead of doing so 
before it strikes — is wrong in Ven- 
to's mind 

“if, everyone could have 
witnessed the probiems created by 
people not knowing whatto do, the 
panic, the amount of expended 
emergency energy and resources 
and the chaos that came out of the 
Sylmar quake, they'd understand 
why ‘i's important that earthquake 
safety be taught in school,” relates 
Vento 

An important part of the com- 
mittee’s work, which comes up for 
review by the CSSC in April, is put- 
ting together material dealing with 
the psychological problems ac- 
companying a quake. “We want to 
be able to teach students how to 
master themseives. . _ how to deal 
with it in a less fearful way.” 

Vento makes an analogy to the 
trained soldier who reacts 
automatically in a learned manner 
to the many different defensive 
Situations he might find himself in 
Likewise, an individual schooled 


on how to react sensibly before 
and after a quake strikes most 
likely will survive the ordeal with 
less injury 

Vento, whose job on the com- 
mittee is content development and 
packaging of the educational 
products (books, films. games 

) used for the proposed safety 

course, doesn't claim to be an ex- 
pert on quakes but fully expects 
California grade schoal 
youngsters to experience a good 
size earth shaker in this state dur- 
ing their lifetimes. “If not a major 
Quake, they'li surely experience a 
considerable amount of tremors 
And besides, the course will teach 
them about the structure of the 
earth and its movements which in 
itself makes it worth while.” Vento 
Says 

If the committee is successful in 
its attempt at deveioping workable 
specifications for the course and 
the CSSC in its attempt to find a 
sponsor, California will reap the 
economic benefits in the future of 
a populace that knows exactly 
what tudo intimeotacrisis Vento 
a fourth year veteran at CSUS 
calls it a cost wise thing 

He uses the analogy of a house 
being robbed: “it’s fess costly in 
the long run to buy locks for your 
doors and windows before your 
house is unsuspectingly robbed 
instead of after.” In comparison, a 
State that takes steps to prepare for 
an earthquake will no doubt sus- 
tain considerably less suffering 
and economic loss.

From page 1 column 3 
tablished him as atop comedian 18 
years ago, he made people laugh, 
but he also made people listen 

As a vegetarian Gregory is 
very concerned about the ad- 
ditives that are put in foods and 
what'imitation foods are made of 
“Whenever they find something 
they can't throw nowhere, they 
feed it to us. That worries me 
because they still haven't figured 
Out what to do wiih that nuclear 
waste — one of these days you'll 
walk in the store and see a high 
energy bar Funny, but 
sobering. 

Gregory stressed becoming 
aware of what is being done 
around you and getting organized 
to effect changes. 

He said, “Blacks must realize 
that to be born in a white, racist 
System is to have a white, racist 
mentality. It takes more than a 
balled up fist and napped up hair to 
be black.” Gregory said blacks 
must get invoived in national and 
res affairs.

Comparing sexist attitudes 
towards women in society with 
racist attitudes, he said the 
women's struggie is the same as 
the black's. 

Speaking on governmental 
abuses Gregory produced papers 
which he said showed an FBI plot 
to kill him. He also said the FBI had 
killed his driver in Chicago thin- 
king it was him. 

Gregory also raised questions 
about Jonestown asking, “How do 
900 peapie commit suicide and all 
end up laying in a neat row?” 

Organizing and making the 
most of your power in present 
situations is where Gregory sees 
the opportunity for change. 

“Colleges and universities exist 
to meet your needs. not to meet 
their needs,” Gregory says. He was 
told school was to prepare him for 
life, but they never gave him actass 


in Racism 101 to deal with pre- 





judice, he adds. He delieves 
students have the power to make 
school responsive to their needs if 
they would organize. 

“| put more emphasis on the ex- 
amination than on the cure, 
because the cure doesn't do you 
any good if you don't have the ex- 
am,” replied Gregory, when asked 
if he felt he was getting anywhere 
with these type of speeches, at the 
press conference afterwards 

Part of Gregory's exam is the 
feeling that within three years 
there will be a major tragedy if 
changes aren't made in society 
and government. But he also says 
things have not gone beyond the 
point of no return, things can still 
be turned around. 

To those students who really 
aren't aware of what's going on 
around them Gregory says, “Have 
fun, and have fun quick ‘cause 
recess is just about over.”

Actors excel, but faultyscript fails

There is good news and bad 
news to relate about Adele Edling 
Shank's comedy Sunset/Sunrise 
which opened in the Main Theatre 
on the UC Davis campus friday 
night. The good news is that a fine 
ensemble of gifted young actors 
and acresses worked overtime try- 
ing to save a dreary and sometimes 
tedious work. The bad news is that 
they couldn't 

Set in contemporary Davis, 
Sunset/Sunrise concerns events 
that take place during a backyard 
barbecue which inadvertantly lasts 
all night iong. With a cast of 
characters and a story Iine that 
reads like “As The World Turns" 
and “All My Children” put 
together, Sunset/Sunrise has all 
the ingredients needed to sustaina 
first rate comeddy 

Wives, lovers, neighbors and 
estranged relatives all converge in 
a single back yard and proceed to 
go at each other tooth and nail 
Sounds like fun? Not really 

It would take a book to decipher 
the play's story line but because of 
limited space, | can only attemptto 
describe the characters and their 
lack of socially redeeming 
characteristics 


The all - night barbecue takes 
place in the backyard of a sup- 
posediy typical suburban couple: 
James, an overtly horny, siouch 
who is a lawyer and his humble and 
subservient wife, Louise. 


Their children, Josh and Anne, 
are no less revolting. In an attempt 
to escape from his parents, Josh 
has retreated to the backyard 
where he lives in an old station 
wagon. Anne, believing she is 
allergic to everything, stays self - 
imprisoned in her room, com- 
municating to others with a 
television monitor 


Other relatives include James’ 
neurotic sister,Gem, and her latest 
husband (the fourth), Danny. To 
make matters worse, Gem's es- 
tranged son, Gideon, shows up 
with his room mate Colleen, who is 
none other than one of James’ of- 
fice conquests. (Beginning to get 
the picture?) 

To round out the guest list, 
there is the relatively sane next - 
door neighbor, Diane, and her ex - 
husband Charlie and his date, the 
Curvaceous sex machine, Linnea. 


Now this combination of 
characters seems to form the base 
of a very funny play, and indeed, 
there are some genuinely funny 


passages. The moving of Anne's 
TV monitor over to the dinner table 
so that she could eat with the rest 
of the family was memorable. Also 
worth remembering was the 
“Heartbeat” game, a lampoon of 
TV - oriented pong games in 
which the players must increase 
their heart rate to correspond with 
the ricocheting pong blip on the 
screen 


It is a shame that these and 
other humorous moments were so 
tew and far between 

The main problem is that Edling 
Shank was not content to write just 
a simple comedy or a simpie 
drama. | have no doubt that the 
play would have been infinitely 
more rewarding had Shank chosen 
a single route. Instead, mistakeniy 
she attempted to create a comedy 
that would move the audience 

While the first act runs ata brisk 
pace and contains an ampie does 
of comedy relief, the second act is 
jeaden and drags with serious 
overtones. Sunset/Sunrise fails to 
sustain enough comedic punch to 
classify it as a true comedy. On the 
other hand, not enough sympathy 
is generated toward any character, 
so the work is not a true drama 
Shank's play falls in the void 
between the two

The Pointer Sisters’ hot - selling 
single “Fire” may lead some to im- 
properly. classify their album 
Energy as light disco material, for 
which the three women should feet 
insuited. Their current Ip is better 
than any pseudo - synchronized 
“git up ‘n’ strut” stuff. 

Energy (Elektra/Asylum 
Records), presents older, weil - 
known tynes, and some contem- 
porary, well - known faces. In- 
cluded in the borrowed artists are 
Bruce Springsteen, Alien Tous- 
saint, Stephen Stilis and Bob 
Welch. 

Springsteen wrote “Fire,” which 
features among others Davey 
Johnstone, formerly a guitarist 
with Elton John. Johnstone 
appears on two other songs, wor- 
king adeft slide guitar on aremake 
of a 1975 number, “Come and Get 
Your Love,” and lead guitar for a 
two - year - old minor hit, “Echoes 
of Love.” 

Guitarist Waddy Wachtel was 
added for the release. Wachtel has 
worked with a more noted Elek- 
tra/Asylum artist, Linda Ronstadt, 
who is famous for reviving old 
measures into new hits. 

Wachtel performs on seven of 
the album's ten songs, and lead 
guitar on three: “Come and Get 
Your Love,” “Lay it on the Line,” 
and Stills’ “As | Come of Age.”

The most difficult of the sisters’ 


attempts is Bob Welch's 
“Hyptonized,” the chilling hit from 
Fieetwood Mac’s Mystery to Me 
album. Wachtel on slide guitar is 
essential to the semi - successful 
number, but like the Weich - Mac 
days of a few years ago, the vocals 
are what selis. 

The Pointer release of 
“Hyptonized” may suffer some in 
comparison with the Mac hit, but 
remember that the original was 
Wei.h at his best. The remake at 
least shows an equal if not as 
fulfilling an effort. 


A balance of instrumentation to 
vocais is where Energy differs from 
past Pointer Sisters’ releases — 
and the change works.

Special commendation should 
go to Darrell F. Winn for asplendid 
set that depicted the typical bac- 
kyard.

Hearst: from heiress, to terrorist, to freed woman |

Included with the tape was a photo of Patty wieid- 
ing an automatic rifle in front of aS.L.A. cobra poster 
— a photo that would further incriminate her in the 
minds of many. 

About the same time that the tape was released, 
four S.L.A. members robbed the Hibernia Bank in 
San Francisco of $10,060, wounding two bystanders 
in the process. Automatic cameras at the bank 
photographed a thin pale young lady — Patty — 
armed with a military carbine. 

Her involvement prompted a federal grand jury to 
indict her for armed bank robbery (maximum 
sentence, 25 years imprisonment). She became a 
fugitive. She was no longer considered to be a kid- 
nap victim. For 19’ months she eluded an extensive 
hunt by the FBI invoiving nearly 300 agents. 

On May 17, 1974, a few weeks after a robbery ata 
sporting goods store in a Los Angeies suburb where 
Patty sprayed the storefront with a barrage of rifie 
bullets to cover her comrades’ escape, the S.L.A. 
became part of history. On that day, 410 agents and 
battle - outfitted policemen surrounded a smail 
house in Los Angeles and pumped more than 5000 
rounds of ammunition through the structure 

The house caught — or was set — on fire and 
burned to the ground. The grisly scene was covered 
live by national TV and viewers saw the iast of the 
S.L.A. in the six charred bodies that lay among the 


smoldering ashes 

After the shoot - out, FBI agents were convinced 
that Patty (who was not in the house at the time) wili- 
ingly became a genuine and loya! member of the 
organization. Public opinion varied from “throwing 
the book at her” to granting her immunity on the 
grounds that she acted under the influence of her 
kidnappers. Indeed she was kidnapped, but was she 
under their direct controi, or was she a revoiutionary 
by her own choice? 


After she finally was found and arrested (Sept 15, 
1975 in San Francisco), F. Lee Bailey unsuccessfully 
defended her case. She later biamed Bailey's “in- 
competence” for her conviction. After a two-month 
trial, she was found guilty of armed bank robbery 
and sentenced to seven years in prison 

She was free on a $1 million bond posted by her 
father — San Francisco Examiner editor and 
publisher Randoiph Hearst — for eight months while 
her appeals dragged through the courts, until it 
eventually reached the US Supreme Court 


Although her appeals were unsuccessful, many 
thought her sentence would be short, given the odd 
circumstances surrounding the whole chain of 
events. Controversy and confusion added to bring 
the public — and the President — to her rescue 

Patty Hearst became a “free” woman for the first 
time in five years on Feb. 1. After being a kidnap vic- 


tim, armed bank robber, fugitive and prisoner, she 
was freed by an executive grant of clemancy signed 
by President Carter four days before the anniversary 
of her abduction by the SLA 

Patty was eligible for parole on July 11 of this 
year, but Carter's grant of clemency let her walk free 
The Justice Department recommended ciemency, 
citing that ‘Miss Hearst had suffered enough and 
needed no more punishment for rehabilitation’ 

Carter's press secretary, Jody Powell, said that 
calls and telegrams to the White House were largely 
opposed to the president's decision to pardon Patty 
Hearst 

During her imprisonment, Patty became engaged 
to her bodyguard, former San Francisco policeman 
Bernard Shaw, whom she plans to marry sometime 
in April 

Also during the bizarre ordeal that lasted five 
years, dramatic changes have occurred in the Hearst 
home in September of 75, Randolph Hearst 
stepped down as editor and publisher of the Ex- 
aminer to become president and chairman of the 
Hearst Corporation, Mrs. Hearst sank deeper into 
the pit of depression as frustration and anxiety took 
its toll and the Hearsts iegally separated last 
December 

President Carter noted that if Patty Hearst had 
not been kidnapped by a band of radical terrorists, 
“she would not have become a participant in the

criminal acts for which she stands convicted 

But what of the bank robbery whereishe heid 
bystanders at Day with an automatic rifig and the 
cover provided by a bullet - spraying Patty at the 
robbery of a sporting goods store? Wifh a gun in 
hand, did anybody control her? ; 

Much of the incriminating facts that condemn her 
are shuffled aside However, one overwhelming fact 
has tremendous impact: she was abducted against 
her will, and the impact of that ordeal may have 
altered her conscious behavior even after the reins 
of terror were lifted 


She listed her occupation as “urban guerilia” at 
the time of her capture It seems unlikely that she 
would continue to be influenced by the taunts of her 
abductors, now dead for over four years, yet she stil! 
proclaimed her revolutionary ties 

Maybe spending 23 months in a cold, dank cell 
was enough punishment for the newspaper heiress 
Maybe she can live a normal, happy life with Snaw 
forgetting the past five years and the trauma she ex- 
perienced 


Her pardon outrages many. On the other hand 
some fee! she was 2 victim of circumstances and 
should be given her freedom, which was unwillingly 
taken from her. Beside, she did serve nearly two 
years in prison

organizer aiding Jackson in his 
grievance said, “Stonewa!l! is 
systematically not being 
promoted Organizationa! charts 
dating back 15 years show that the 
gap between him and his rep« ting 
supervisor has been getting wider 
and wider.” This is to say ac- 
cording to Felch, that others in the 
area are being promoted faster 

Cases of racial discrimination 
are difficult to prove, said Felch 
but it is a mistake to think there 
must be a “smoking gun.’ such as 
amemo specifically calling for non 
- promotion because of race 

“What must be shown.” said 
Felch, “is a set of circumstances 
which indicate racial dis 
crimination as a strong pos 
sibility.” 

Feich noted that there was in- 
consistency in the administration's 
response to the grievance When 
the case was first being discussed, 
said Felch, the university stated 
that Jackson's demotion was due 
simply to the reorganization of the 
unit and had nothing to do with 
Jackson's ability to do his job 

Later, she said, Controller Joe 
Surra and Vice President for Ad- 
ministration and Business Affairs 
Ron Wright cited Jackson's ability 
as a factor in the demotion 

Surra said, “The unit was 
organized with too many people 
reporting directly to Jackson He 
could not effectively supervise that 
many people.” 

“We want the university to 
maintain some type of con- 
sistency,” said Feich 

Feich stated that the grievance 
was being filed in behalf of ali the 
Shipping and Receiving/Mailroom 
employees, not just Jackson 

The employees of the area have 
been requesting for several years 
that their positions be reclassified. 
said Felch. Many, according to 
Feich, have been working out of 
class for years. 

The probiem, suggested Feich, 
is in the administration's strict 
interpretation of the classification 
guidelines. The guidelines give a 
jist of duties for each clas- 
sification, “hut in a very loose 
way,” said Feich. 

Feich noted that nowhere in the 
guidelines does it say specifically 
that a SRA il cannot directly super- 
vise a SRA |. Yet, she continues, 
“that was one cf the reasons given 
for his demotion. Jackson,” said 
Feich, “has been the kingpin for 
upward mobility in the Shipping 
and Receiving/Mailroom area. If 
he isn't moved up in some way, no 
one under him can be either.” 

Jackson stated that he is asking 
to be restored to his original clas- 
sijication and that a career ladder 
be set up designating certain jobs 
and starting positions and per- 
mitting advancement as the 
positions are mastered. 

if the FEPC finds that there is 
evidence of racial discrimination, 
attempts wiil be made to resolve 
the matter through mediation and 
reconciliation, said Gary Little of 
the FEPC. 

“We are not participating in the 
grievance per se,” said Little, “we 
cannot get invoived in the CSUC 
procedures. We are investigating 
the possibility of discrimination in 
genera! and in Stonewali’s specific 
case.

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What ever happened to this ‘fragile, 


awe-inspiring spaceship called Earth’?

The Environmental Pretection Agency recently 
lowered its guidelines for sinog standards. Sac- 
ramento city smog limits will increase by 50 percent 
and aliow some poisonous components of smog to 
go unregulated 

Dr. Joan Fellers, an instructor of Human Ecology 
at CSUS, believes lobbying by business groups 
concerned about the cost of poliution controls may 
have forced the EPA to relax its standards for smog 
control 

What happened to Americ’s ecology fad? The 
ecology movement was like a realistic religion; 
instead of saving souls, people were zealously trying 
to save the environment 

In the early 1960s Adiai Stevenson reminded us 
that all men and women were brothers and sisters as 
we traveled together in this fragile, awe - inspiring 
spaceship calied Earth 

in 1966, a California Health Department official 
wanted to begin a program to convince the public 
that gasoline - powered vehicles must be banned by 
1980. The fact that a car driven one block consumes 
enough oxygen to keep a hundred people alive for 
one month was a major concern 

Students at San Jose State College, concluding 
week - long anti - pollution activities, buried an 
automobile. They proclaimed the car as “the worst 
single threat to mankind's survival.” On April 22, 
1970, CSUS held an Environmental Teach - In obser- 
ving “Earth Day.” 

Since the early 1970s worldwide concern for the 
continuing health of the biosphere and _ its 
interrelated eco - systems has grown in intensity, 
propelled by a belief that the 1970s may weli be our 
last chance fora future that makes ecological sense 

EPA's original purpose was to “formulate and im- 
plement actions which lead to a compatible balance 
between human activities and the ability of natural 
systems to support and nurture life.” 

Smog is a combination of smoke and aerial mois- 
ture polluted in addition with noxious compounds. It 
has eaten away granite, erasing in a few decades 
hieroglyphics that survived several thousand years 
in the coarse desert and scalding sun of the Middle 
East. 

“The new standard is sufficient to protect public 





health while simultaneously decreasing the high 
cost that the state's industries would have to pay for 
smog controls required under the old standard.” 
states EPA 

Dr. Marda West oj vhe Biological Sciences 
Department came to CSUS in 1966 from the Los 
Angeies area “Compared to LA, Sacramento didn't 
have smog then. Today it tues.” But West adds that 
even a coastal city like $ ::ta Barbara has smog 

The EPA Journal ct October, 1978. states. 

Between 1970 and 1976 sulfur dioxide leveis 
dropped 27 percent Particulants such as smoke and 
dust decreased 12 percent. And carbon monoxide, 
thanks largely to auto emission controis, has 
declined by 20 percent.” 

“People commit suicide with carbon monoxide 
which comes from the exhaust of cars,” said Fetlers 
“Low levels of carbon monoxide can produce 
headaches, dizziness and loss of energy. We 
shouldn't unregulate the standards set eight years 
ago until all the facts are in.” 

The daily pollution index in the Sacramento Bee 
and Sacramento Union wil! soon be altered to show 
an increase in the good levels and a reduction in the 
unheaithful levels of smog. Bob Cofer, of the Sac- 
ramento Air Pollution Contro! District, reports “the 
unheaithful levels will not change on the daily index. 
The two levels of less harmful air could be misiead- 
ing under the new EPA standards, especially for 
someone with a respiratory problem.” 

The World Health Organization stated in 1964 
that most cancers are caused by environmental fac- 
tors. Many air pollutants are known to be car- 
cinogenic, such as carbon monoxide. “The effects of 
environmental carcinogens are particularly in- 
sidious because the cancer may not develop until 
two or more decades after exposure to the car- 
cinogen has occurred," reports a recent issue of En- 
vironment 

Long exposure to low levels of air poliution can 
be as dangerous as one or two days of high levels of 
air pollution. Feilers states, “Leaded gas is spewing 
out four pounds of lead per car every year, and lead 
causes brain damage. Some people attribute the fall 
of Rome to the jead in the Roman's cooking utensils, 
water pipes, and even in their cosmetics.” 

“The ecology people have assimilated “into 
society,” says Dr. Michael Baad of the CSUS_ 


Biological Sciences Department. “They're making 
working decisions and not being unrealistic as i 
earlier in the movement.” 

Fellers thinks “The novelty of the beginning has 
worn off, but to give one exampie of the movement's 
growth, the Bureau of Land Management in Califor- 
nia in 1967 had only one wildlife biologist. in 1972 
there were four, and today they have forty - six.” 

Recently the Friends of Earth publication, Not 
Man Apart, asked its members to “examine the major 
conservation groups at the nationai level. Few are 
well equipped to communicate with their own 
members; almost none are struggling to reach the 
sympathetic but unorjanized public. We need to 
hire agitators and organizers to balance our lob- 
byists.” 

Lobbying for legislative change has become a 
major environmental strategy, confirmed Fellers; 
but it is a tedious business. Its victories and holding 
actions tend to be underpublicized and not 
immediately dramatic as they were back in the late 
‘60s. 

“Earlier people were a lot more emotional without 
the basis of fact, whereas today the movement is 
more scientific and rational,” believes West. 

EPA's successfully lowering the smog standards 
shows the ecology movement has biended too much 
into society. The air doesn't look better, but there is 
no ChickenLittle screaming, “The sky is falling!” in 
today’s age of apathy. Ecology used to be con- 
sidered a realistic religion, but EPA seems to forget 
that Mother Nature's rules have no exceptions

ping Center in Sacramento, an aerial view of the

More than 2,000 people lined up semi - single file 
Saturday, and occupied themselves by playing 
backgammon and card games, reading books and 
newspapers, conversing with fellow line - persons 
and just waiting. And hoping, depending on their 
position in line. The farther from the front, the more 
they hoped

Comedian Steve “Wild and Crazy Guy” Martin, on 
his recent album, charts, “When he was a young 
man, he never thought he'd see, people stand in iine 
to see the Boy - King.” People did stand in line this 
day, not to see the Boy - King, but to get the “official 
ticket order envelope” — the only way to obtain 
tickets to view the treasures of Tutankhamun — at 
the Arden Fair Weinstock’'s 

Twenty - six other Weinstock's - affiliated stores 
(Capwell’s and The Emporium), from the Bay area to 
Reno, and including Weinstock’s at Florin Center, 
Sunrise Mali and Country Club Center, distributed 
envelopes this day. 

The first person in line at Arden was Hai Johnson, 
a graduate student at CSUS. Johnson said he took 
his place at Weinstock’s doorstep at 4 a.m., six hours 
prior to its opening. 

“This is the last chance,” he said, referring to the 
Tut treasure’s imminent departure from the United 
States and return to its Egyptian home - museum. 
“There's no tomorrow,” he moaned. 

Precisely one hour after distribution begun, it was 
over. The 1,950 envelopes aliotted to this 
Weinstock's were gone; Weinstock’s stores at Coun- 


try Club Center and Sunrise Mall reportedly had a

greater share of the 12,000 envelopes marked for 
Sacramento dispersai, due to higher population 
concentrations in those areas 

Arden Fair Weinstock's manager, Bill C. Hietala, 
said he expected a huge turnout, but “except for a 
few, isolated incidents where people tried to cut in 
tine or were unruly, the whole thing really went 
smoothly.” 

At Arden, the line stretched and meandered down 
the length of the mall, wound outside the far end and 
rambled endlessly along the outside of the mail. 

Hielata directed the envelopeless late - comers to 
the Country Club Center store. “About 1000 
envelopes are available,” he announced, then 
qualified his declaration by adding, “If you hurry.” 

The signs in the mali read, “One envelope to a 
customer, good for a maximum of 4 admission 
tickets.” The tickets, $4.50 gems, are to be mailed 
prior to the June 1 - Sept. 30 showing of the 
Treasures of Tatankhamun at the M. H. de Young 
Memorial Museum in San Francisco. (Dial 415-K-I- 
N-G-T-U-T for information.) 

The Tut Exhibit has been touring the United 
States since 1977 to honor the 55th anniversary of 


it more meaningfu! 

“We're talking in terms of 2,000 years ago tor the 
birth of Christ. Tut lived 1,300 years prior to that, so 
Tut was ancient history in the time of Christ.” 

The City of San Francisco, the San Francisco 
Fine Arts Museums, the Museum Society and 
Weinstock’s (and affiliates) are sponsoring the San 
Francisco event. Hielata said Weinstock’'s 
underwrote the exhibit with several hundred 
thousand dollars. “We felt proud to do it. This is it, 
unless they go to Egypt to see it.” 

The distribution of envelopes was an orderly, well 
- coordinated operation. Two women seated at a 
table just inside the doors handed envelopes to the 
passing 1,950 people. A few steps from the table, a 
Prominent display of Tut books — $8.95 for 175 
pages of facts and pictures — was in sight. Another 
line strung through the book department as people 
waited to purchase the books. 

Upon receiving envelopes, people reacted with 
sighs of relief, exclamations of joy, and as one man 
declared, studying his stopwatch, “45 minutes, 16.9 
seconds, We made it in 45 minutes.” 

Only about 100 late - comers were turned away 


the 3,300 year - old treasure’s discovery. Wherever it 
has been held — Washington, D.C., Chicago, New 
Orieans, Los Angeles or Seattle — the exhibit has 
been a sell - out. 

Currently, and until April 15, the tomb artifacts of 
the Egyptian pharaoh will be on display in New York 
After its four - month showing in San Francisco — 
where a million persons are expected to view the ex- 
hibit — and a stop in Toronto, the treasures return to 
Egypt.
